ERMANY’S | rearming pro- 
G ceeds at amazing speed. Six 

months ago she had a small 
defensive army, a still smaller 
navy and no acknowledged air 
force. Now she displays to the 
world an air force admittedly as 
strong as Great Britain’s, and is 
hard at work building a navy 
which will be 35 per cent as strong 
as the British fleets throughout 
the world. 

The new conscript army, more 
than 500,000 strong, will not actu- 
ally come into being until October, 
when this year’s class of recruits 
will assemble at barracks now 
being built. All over the country 
these barracks are rising, and 
everywhere throughout Germany 
the young men are undergoing 
medical examinations for elimina- 
tion of the unfit and classification 
of those chosen ffor _ service. 
Everywhere factories are working 
overtime to produce the arms and 
equipment needed for the new 
army. 

That army will be a thoroughly 
mechanized, fully equipped force. 
Europe was surprised just the 
other day to learn that Germany 
already possesses a large number 
of army tanks, which will be a 
weapon of supreme importance in 
the next war. How large this 
tank force is remains a carefully 
guarded secret. 

London dispatches telling of the 
first review of German tank 
squadrons, held on an unnamed 
field near Berlin, said that the 
tanks had been constructed in ut 
most secrecy. Berlin officials re- 
plied next day that in arming Ger- 
many naturally must have tanks, 
and that the review was designed 
merely to permit army officers to 
become familiar with the new 
types of weapon.

1E population of half the earth was able to witness last 
7 uae eclipse of the moon, the longest in fifty years in 

the New York area, a lunar pageant which lasted for five 
hours and twenty-eight minutes, with the earth’s satellite in 
total eclipse for a period of one hour and forty minutes. 

In the early stages of the eclipse, when the moon was pass- 
ing through the lighter part of the earth’s shadow, the dimi- 
nution of its brilliance was slight. But as the moon became 
enveloped more and more deeply in the umbra its glow weak- 
ened and when the period of totality began it had lost most 
of its brightness and was visible only as a faint outline of its 
normal self. 

Among scientific studies of the eclipse the one of greatest 
public interest dealt with its effects on broadcasting. Recent 
observations have indicated the position of the moon has a 
considerable effect on the transmission and reception of radio 
waves, possibly due to the action of the moon as an ionizing 
agent, and eclipse data along this line now are being analyzed. 

The cutting off of the sun’s rays during the eclipse pro- 
duced an astounding change in temperature on the moon—a 
drop of nearly 400 degrees, from 250 degrees above zero to 


132 degrees below zero.
